MR. DOOLITTLE'S ADDRESS. 


Weare indebted to Hon. James R. 
Doolittle for an advanced copy of his ad­ 
dress which he delivered on Thursday, at 
the State Fair, but owing to its great 
length we were naable to publish it. We 
wish, however, to give some leading 
thoughts the address contains, (bouch we 
by no means agree with him in all he 
says. None will probably disagree with 
the J udge’s estimate of the future possi­ 
bilities ot the Northwestern states so far as 
their agricultural resources are concerned. 
There is no 
doubt 
that 
agriculture 
is still in its infancy 
in 
many 
parts 
of the United States, and that especially 
in the West we have a great deal of “shod­ 
dy” (arming, very much as we have a 
great deal of shoddy tv rvtbing else. Tim 
Judge thinks the six S ates —Michigan, 
iowa, Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin—capable of feed! ag IOO mil­ 
lions of people, ii 
scientific agriculture 
could exist and small farms be tilled. He 
dote not believe in fancy fanning—farming 
after the fashion of Greeley, Evarts and 
Beecher, who put five dollars on their 
farms for rvery one taken off, and whose 
butter coat one dollar a pound and eggs 
one dollar a dozen. He recommends small 
farms well cultivated, and seems to favor 
the enactment of a law which will prevent 
a mao owning above so many acres of 
ground. Like Kearney, be complains of 
land monopoly, and wants it abolished. 
According to Judge Doolittle’* theory of 
farming, and his opposition to large farm­ 
ers whom he calls land monopolists, ha 
stands on the same platform as the Com­ 
munists. He cited Minnesota’s great farmer 
—Dalrymple—who this year harvested 13,- 
000 acres of wheat]! and threshed over 
325,000 bushels.

culture, should run after so foolish and im­ 
practicable a doctrine. 
When the Jndge reached the financial 
and the panic questions, he had nearly 
finished his speech.

History of the Corset. 
From the London Coart Journal. 
Tho corset had Its origin In Italy, and 
was introduced from that country into 
France by .‘Catherine de Medicis. Mary 
Stuart aud Diane de Poitiers did not, how­ 
ever, follow the fashion, but it 
was 
at once admitted by all the ladies of the 
French court that it was indispensable 
loathe beauty of the female figure, and 
was, therefore, adopted by them. The 
corset was in those days in its infancy, 
and it assumed |more of the rough char­ 
acter of a knight's cuirass. The frame was 
entirely of Iron, and the velvet which dec­ 
orated the exterior bld a frightful 
and 
cumbersome machine. This state of things, 
so detrimental to health and the cause of 
so much personal inconvenience, not to 
stay torture, could not lait long, and the 
artisans 
of 
those 
days 
contriv­ 
ed 
to 
give 
more pliability and 
lightness 
to 
the 
metal, 
and 
prepared the way by degrees for whale­ 
bone. But as Reforms are always slow, 
the cold iron continued to clasp the warm 
Hearts of the fair wearers for a long timq 
io its embrace, and even contrives, to the 
present day. under the name of base—and 
who can blame its pertinacity ? The corset 
found favor in the eyes of Louis XIV. lo the 
following reign the corset was threatened 
with banishment from the toilet. Fashion 
took a rural aud simple turn, and was 
almost guided by the taste of Boucher, in 
whose pictures many of the court celebri­ 
ties figure as shepherds ajd shepherdesses. 
But tbs painter departed, fashion returned 
la the prim eccentricities of former times. 
During the revolution the corset was again 
forgotten, and under the Directory it was 
completely interdicted by the fashiona­ 
ble world. The belles of the day took a 
classic turn, and aped the Roman dress— 
tho toga, sandal, etc. The Empire de 
throned the classic fashion, but without 
taking the corset in favor. High waists 
were in favor, and la mode reveled in a taste 
certainly the reverse of prudery. With the 
tall of the Empire fell allo the wai6t, and 
then circe aho, as a necessity, the return 
to the corset

out, and $10,- 
000,000 remains in the Treasury. The ca­ 
pacity of the mints at present for the coin* 
age of silver dollars is between $3,500,000 
and $4,000,000 per month. This limit is, 
however, believed to be ample tor all de­ 
mands which will be made upon the Trcas 
ary under privilege now accorded.

FROM OVER THE BORDER. 


H a m ilto n , Ontario, Canada, Scph 2 ,1873 
—Are you a traveler, pleasure bound I Ii 
to, Uke Hamilton in jour route. The city 
will please jou, and though aq “American ’ 
Will occasionally tall in with a snobbish 
Canadian who imagines himself Henghsh, 
nod 'eoce superior, the citizens are po’ite, 
wellinformed, social and agreeable. 
The 
population of 35,000 people is composed 
mostly of Candiaos, Scotch, English, Amer­ 
icans, as they call all United States people, 
Irish and a few German—a cosmopolitan 
city. Most Americans. a9 a friend remark. 
od to me, begin to draw on their overcoats 
as soon as you speak the word Canada, In 
the Statea, they having an idea this is all 
a frozen country. 
The average tempera­ 
ture ot Hamilton, during the summer 
months, is given as about 00° In the shade 
Fine peaches, grapes, plums, pears, apples, 
Ac , are grown in the fruit region mime* 
dlately east of here in abundance, as this 
portion of the Dominion lies in one of the 
Attest valleys in the country. 
Indeed, 
though some affect to so much despise the j 
“Yankee,” I see some enterprising spirits j 
are delighting themselves over the fact that 
at Grimsby, about twenty miles east of 
this, American genius and observation has 
proven by actual experience, that sugar 
cane will grow, flourish and mature in the 
Niagara peninsula; t. e .the peninsula lying 
between the eatt end of Lek Erie and the 
western extremity of Lake OnUrio. 
This 
referred to has brought to an average 
height of over 13 feet, Ave acres ot the sue. 
colent cane, which ylelis its sweetness as 
surely as though ii were grown in the 
Georg is-1 and ot perpetual sunshine. 
At a church-going community I have 
never seen the equal of this city. 
I have 
thought Janesville quite a model town in 
this respect, but Hamilton bears away the 
palm. There are ot denominational houses 
of worship: Methodist, ten; Presbyterian 
seven; English, Episcopal, Ave; Baptist, 
tou r; Congregational, three; Homan Catho­ 
lic, three; and five or six others. There is j 
a flourishing college here called the Wes- I 
teyan Female Co:lege, which enters upon j 
Ha eighteenth year on its opening day, i 
September 3d. 
The Governor and Principal for the en- I 
suing year, Is the Rev. Alex. Hums, LL. 
D , who is regarded a9 a distinguished , 
scholar and a superior educator. Ile comes j 
here from the Simpson Centenary College, [ 
cf Iowa. Rev. W. P. Wright, M. A., who 
is the Professor of Natural Sciences, was 
for some time a student al Evanston, HH* 
nots. Wisconsin has at least one repre­ 
sentative among the students for the com­ 
ing year, and possibly more; while Texas 
and other States delegate their daughters 
to this favorite institution. 
Six miles down the bay I rom this city 
a strip of Mod runs out dividing the bay 
from Lake Ontario. 
Advantage is taken 
of this highway over the lake by the Ham 
Ilion & Northwestern Railroad Company, 
whose road, 
running northwest, here 
crosses upon Nature's pathway between 
the waters. 
Burlington canal is cut 
through this belt of land, and this opening 
of the Bay into the Lake is spanned by a 
Ans drawbridge, 872 feet span. 
This 
bridge Is said to be the third largest of its 
kind in the world. It is opened and closed 
by steam power. The Hamilton & North­ 
western Railroad Company are very justly 
proud ot their beautiful bridge, aud espec­ 
ially so, I think, because it was built in 
tbie city. This strip of land referred to 
Which the canal divides, and the bridge 
again unites, is the extension of a long 
and gradually narrowing beach, with Lake 
Ontario on one side and Burlington Bay 
on the other. Tpon the beach not far | 
tram the bridge to a floe botel, wnich is 
becoming a great retort for strangers aa 
well as for citizens.

A 
few Jays ago, about fifteen thousand per­ 
sons were gathered in and about the 
“Ocean House,” upon the piers and shores, 
and upon steamboats, yachts, row-boats. 
Ac., to witness an exciting regatta. Staid 
and steady Americans will hardly credit 
the fact that a large number of business 
bouses in this cKy closed doors about 2 :30 
o’clock p. rn., that employes might attend 
the regatta. Well, it was a scene well 
worth it from an arustle point of view 
The Bay, a perfect basin lying enclosed ai 
the feet ol bluffs quieted down from the 
breezy rippling of the day into a mirror- 
like repose. A long line of vessels and 
boats of all sizes and kinds were lying 
upon each side of the course, forming a 
watery^roadway over which the oarsmen 
were lo test their skill, each vessel afford­ 
ing an opportunity for each numbsr to get 
a rear view of the race; four or five 
steamers amid the number, lying like 
giants at rest.
